% second book is largely an analysis of tho Fill's tecimical services to the 
Y/arron Commission and in that area, is forceful, and understated, in analysing the 
verk of tho Lab's photographic expert, Lyndal "• Shanqyfolt. It is of uiiassailod 
accuracy and despite tho little attention it received, is and was oiabarrassirig to 
the Lab and to Sharieyfelt personally. 

In oy refilod F 01 A suit for the results of the FBI's scientific testing - the 
suit over which tho investigatory filers exemption vias amended in 1974 and tho first 
suit filed pjywhe.-e under the amend ed Act - after considerable effort and two trips 
to tho appeals court 1 qox the right to depose four SAs, of whom Shaneyfclt was one. 

Hie was surly, disagreeable, self-righteous and accompanied, as all SAs have 
been in all my depositions, by an FJ 3 X Legal Counsel Division lawyer as well as the 
DJ lawyer ha: idling the ,itigation. (i guos: they do not trust even DJ lawyers ! ) 

One thing we observed, as I'm sure Losar will conform, as that all t3v> Lab 
agents were skilled in diversion, digression, circumlocution, nonrosponsivencss 
and relatively polite assorted dirtiness. Later 1 road in Sanford Ungar's book that 
they are trained tills way, to the point whore oven skilled criminal defonso lawyers 
are reluctant to cross-examine theta. (From i.y iciowledge and experience, tills c an 
well cost an innocent client's freodon.) 

In the course of being deposed, at one point Ahaneyfolt blurted out that I 
had libelled him, vsy work was itrong and inaccurate, and he had considered or pro- 
posed suing me to tho FBI. I did not want to interrupt tho deposition, which was 
stonewalled excessively already, and Shaneyfelt loft when Loear finished with him. 
Afto * lio loft I told tlie JXT lawyer and the FBI lawyer, Enil Moscbella, tliat if 
Shanoyfolt and/or the FBI would dare, as I did not believe, I'd pay tho filing costs. 
■They made no response. 

As you may know, when a witness is subpoenaed, his expenses and foes sot by the 
courts must be paid in advance* I did this with Slumeyfelt, who lives in suburban 
Washington. A few days after th deposition I got a bill from liia for ad<litional 
fees as an allegedly "expert witness." In resoonae X refused, reminded hin of his 
testimony relating to suing me, and told him he was not man enough, that he'd never 
daro let his word be comared with mine before a jury, and that he'd not dare permit 
examination^ of his record when the President was assassinated. I also gave hin in x 
writing my offer to pay Ms filing costs. I've not heard a word from him since. 

But, as I was going over tho FBXEQ main JFK ^issassination files, wliich began in 
darly 1970 , I found a series of records tliat are relevant and fascinated mo. 

Shanoyfolt himself, his initials on the tamo in the name of his superior, 
recounted that my book -was defamatory of the FBI and of Mm, tliat unless the m 
'‘stopped" ran I would in all probability continue to soil the pare skir*ts of the FBI, 
and there t orc it shoulc; sue me for liobl, using him as a front because he, personally 
was Jiebllea. Tiie ;*cmo wont to the Legal Counsel Division and it chmznod out its 
own, allegedly analyzing applicable law, in my liiyrion's opinion v/ith less than 
complete fidelity to xase law and fact, concluded that ho war? not a public person and 
he thorofoi'o could sue. 1 think it gave the general inproosion of the proposal 



being a good and practical idea in LCS^s opinion* That nemo r^clied the top echelon 
where, I tlrtnk it in To Leon, \*ko added tho note tlurt the decision should be Slianey- 
f---.lt 1 s* Hoover initial od his approval* So, when it got back to Shanoyfeli, he took 
a Afferent slant *ui& argued wli&t was certoihly in his Bind to begin with, tli&t the 
lawsuit would generate publicity that would enhance the sales of and attention to 
the boo):, so Bps*? maybe it would not be a good idea after all. 

Then I read William Sullivan's book. Ho is quite fqxjcific, Hoovor lived in 
terror of the M being involved in civil litigation. 

And then wliat Shanayfelt was really up to became obvious* as a veteran with 
about Sullivan 1 s t irn in the FBI, he also must have boon aware of Hoovor phobia* 

So, he hotel up this elaborate device to create internal records that would make him 
appear to bo Innocent of tlxe sorloiia offenses tdiat are boyond any explanation or 
justification that I documcmted* Ho also appeared thereby to be vdlling to risk 
himself, to subject 3&msc2f to all that is inbolved in sue}) litigation, all for the 
fair name of the unblemished damsel., Hoover 1 n FBI* 

Without over intending that it happen* Even with the FBI to provide him with 
counsel* 

Anottar Lab agent, Virion l*ill±cm # went a stop f&rthur in the same tine* frame, 
saying that both I and my writing had to be "stopped*" I've mislaid my' subjects 
filing copy of the WJLM&tssB morn, but I’ve a sepratfc file of tho Ssdts: Shnneyfelt 
records, of Irte bill and my letter.

The Lab, it is my experience in two major lawsuit in which it is involved, 
is more e:c>ort in avoiding and establishing fact tlian in developing and proving 
what it fact.

The poojxlo I’ve been dealing with are, r&ther, bullies# And they are r^^ally di»- 
coiiibolatod w)*en soj^eone stands up to them. T}#m tliero is 210 limit to their evil and 
excesses. Witness tho precedents they arc trying to establish by hara&ng Losar and 
me in the appeals rojating to CAs 78~0320/0420, where t)ie ACLU represents mo and 
the Hader people represent ^esar* (Brief mention in J aok Anderson’s column earlier 
this week*) All thoy’vo alleged is entirely false, entirely fabricated and, in 
fact and to the! knowledge, entirely impossible* This is what happens when one stands 
up to tlian. But whan X did while they wore threatening contempt, they did not dare 
move for a contempt citation# (l told Lesar to tell their lawyer X azte (hired tliom 
and would welcome it*)

Balph Harp was an analyst in my King suit, 75-1996* He withheld the jbublic domain 
excessively and thus sudoeded in prolonging tlia litigation, which even now is before 
the appeals court. They were so impressed by his Gelf-^rightoousness and insistence on 
stalling find "stopping* no that as soon as the main files were processed they sent him 
to the FBI Academy to b como a special agent, right from cl.rik* After Ifc>owr> Almost 
anyone else would have been ooncerik>d about the enormous costs ho was creating, but 
not tho FBI* Later, as t)ie FBI's witness, Shea testified that the entire meas repaired 
repcoccsajuig* Lot tliey eased out and now brag about it openly and promoted Harp*
